Thole people, 
that are ungedly unfar.ctihed,are not the people of God, fuch may of 
their juftification, but they deceive themfelves, for Ged hath not juftified 
unfanctified people, 1 Cor. 6.9, 10,11... They may talk of the fice grace 
of God manifefted to them,and bringing them Salvation, but they are de- 
luded ; for the graceof God ,that bringeth Salvation, teacheth us to de- 
ny ungodlineffe, and to live godly. Titus 2. 11, 12, Now there are three | 
forts of Profeflors, who would be efteemed the people of God, and yet | 
are not fanétified by the holy Spirit, they are not holy, and therefore are 
not the Lords people in Covenant. | 

The firft Sort are all thofe legall profeffors who having beene by the 
Spirit,and Word of God much convinced offin, fobn 16. 8. Serely woun- 
ded in their confciences , Proverbes 18. 14. and fome-what reformed . 
im their converfations, by hearing godly Preachers, as Herod Was, - 
Mark 6. 20. after allthis, goe about to eftablifh their owne righteouf- 
nefle, and reft upon their duties, humiliation, and legall reformation ; 
And never have their hearts changed , and renewed , nor Chrift given of 
the Father unto them : Théfe are not fandtified , are not the Lords, | .

Albett God prevenreth 
us by his grace, from doing a€tions imply and groffzly evill and ungod> 
ly, as drunkenneff?, uncleanneffe, &c. Yor in doing lawfull things, we 
often mif-carry; the Meflengers of Chrift do fometimes preach them* 
felves, Fathers ot families.do corre their children fometimes alter theit 
pleafare, provoking cheit children, being bitter to their Wives fomeimes. 
Oh how uneven do we walke in our callings and relations, wherein we
